FEEDING WHEAT TO LIVE-STOCK.— 


The two following articles from the 
Country Gentleman, contain suggestions 
which may relieve the farmer from some 
of the loss which he now suffers in rais- 
ing wheat. It is conceded that wheat 
can net be profitable raised, at-the pre- 
sent prices, for market. Home feeding 
may solve part of the difficulty. 


"In the farm journals and at the in- 


stitutes much is said of feeding wheat to 
live-stock, and the quantity so used is 
not inconsiderable. It is well agreed 
that wheat is good for young stock, es- 
pecially pigs, and one can understand 
from the analyses of wheat and corn 
that the former should make the best 
development of bone and muscle. 
ID 


the case of all new practices we usually 
hear only from those who have the 
greatest success from them, and I am 
led to believe that a false estimate of the 
feeding value of wheat may lw gotten 
from the reports of some or our enthusi- 
asts. Xot infrequently some one re- 
ports that by actual test he has gotten 
$1 a bushel for the wheat he has fed to 
hogs. The report is doubtless correct, 
but the inference may be faulty. When- 
ever il a bushel is obtained for the 
wheat, there is reason to believe that the 
conditions of feeding were so favorable 
that it com had been substituted it 
would have shown big returns. True, 
feeding values are only comparative. If 
one has corn that will bring on the 
market only 40 cents a bushel, the ques- 
tion whether he will sell the corn and 
feed the wheat depends upon the relative 
feeding value of the corn and wheat. 


In one report at an institute some in- 


quiry brought out the fact that the 
speaker, who had gotten $1.05 a bushel 
for his wheat fed to hogs, had also fed 
some corn. This w;is estimated 
at 


market price, and its value deduced. 
The sneaker thought (his was fair, but 
the reader can see that the proQt from 
feeding was doubtless due in part to the 
corn. It certainly is when corn is fed 
along. Another feeder had let his pigs 
run on a blue-grass pasture, and argued 
that grass for hogs was not worth con- 
sidering. There are so many elements 
of uncertainty in these experiments. 
l!ut my main point is that when a grow- 
thy lot of low-priced pigs have high-pric- 
ed meat put upon them by wheat, aud a 
dollar a bushel is gotten for the wheat 
fed them, we must not infer that wheat 
is worth twice as much as corn for feed- 
ing, or even fifty per cent. more. Corn 
might have done nearly as well. We 
need relative values, and when we get 
them, we will, I believe, find that when 
com is worth only 40 cents a bushel for 
feeding stock, wheat will not be worth 
anything near the prices suggested by 
the most successful experiments. What 
we need is the results from feeding two 
lots of stock side by side with corn aud 
wheat respectively, and after a series of 
such experiment, we shall have relative 
values aud can tell whether we can af- 
ford to food 50 cent wheat when corn 
can be had for 40 cents." 


PROFITABLE POIIK.—"It is lucky that 


the market calls for light pork, made up 
largely of lean meat, and weighing less 
than 1 ~*0 lb., for such pork can be pro- 
duced at far greater profit than pork 
which is older and falter. 


Many of us make the mistake of 


keeping the hogs and making them 
weigh from i3o to 3f>0 by heavy feeding, 
but herein is a costly error which those 
who do the most thinking are refusing 
to repeat. 


During the first two raontlis of a, pig's 


life he eats comparatively little, living 
largely on the milk of the dam. 
After 


he is 10 weeks old, arrangements must 
be made for more liberal feeding. Such 
includes skim-milk and other dairy 
wastes, in combination with a good grass 
and clover pasture; for while either one 
is helpful without the other, the two 
combined make rapid and profitable 
growth. 


Winter pigs that cannot have grass 


make good progress on bran ami oil 
meal until 4 months old or more. These 
foods are much better for producing 
muscle and boue than any of the various 
corn foods. The proportion is 100 lb. of 
bran to ^5 lb. of oil meal. It may be 
mixed with milk, or, if there is uo milk, 
with water, aud should be allowed to 
stand for a few hours. It should also 
be salted."

Sweet Potatoes 


In the cultivation of the sweet potato, 


a point is to keep the trailing brauchea 
from rooting in the ground—if these 
creeping branches get roots, it is so much 
taken from the main crop—all the roots 
are comparatively small and valueless 
for commercial purposes. For this rea- 
son the cultivator of the sweet potato 
has to be continually moving among the 
vines—lifting them from the ground by 
various methods in order to prevent 
these branches from sending out other 
roots. It is now given out that in Flor- 
ida a variety has been raised which takes 
on the bushy form without any tendency 
to run or sprawl over the ground. If 
this be so, it ought to be one of the 
greatest advances made for many years. 
As a general rule, varieties of the bushy 
class are not as productive as those 
which take on a regular climbing char- 
acter. 
The bushy varieties are not 


nearly as productive as the taller grow- 
ing kinds, but the sweet potato may be 
an excepting, as the crop is under 
ground. 


TL-RNIPS may be planted about the 


latter part of June, or during July. Use 
the new crop of seed and have the 
ground ready. It is better to plant an 
excessof seed, thinning out, if the plants 
are too thick, as the fly sometimes does 
damage. With the improved hand seed 
drills aud wheels hoe now in use the 
turnip crop is not as difficult to grow as 
formerly. Xo crop helps out in winter 
more than turnips, as they afford a 
ehango of food and promote thrift of the 
stook. 
_ 


KEKP a close watch on the work 


horses, tiive them all necessary protec- 
tion against bail-fitting or dirty collars. 
A writer suggests the use of ships of 
heavy felt under the traces, back kinds, 
collars aud head-stalla to prevent chafing. 
When these uecome lough and barsh 
from absorbing sweat and dirt, take 
them off and wash them.

othy hay they will also accept straw and 
cornstalks as a change of diet, as well as 
keep in better condition from being al- 
lowed a greater variety.

The family horse ia the most admired 


and useful of all domestic animals. lu 
many families they have been twenty 
years in their service. They are faith- 


ful, 
kind and true, and when their days 


of usefulness are about over, rather than 
see them go into handset strangers, per- 
haps to be abused, they are kept in idle- 
ness until a natural death liberates them, 
or if enfeebled or diseased their life is 
ended with as little pain as possible. 
Hence, in choosing a family horse, that 
is, one that any grown member of the 
family can handle and drive, with safety 
obtain one of a known kind disposition. 
Speed is of secondary importance. Do 
not sacrifice safety for looks. Neither 
should he be small. One weighing eleven 
hundred pounds is none too heavy, as 
often they will be required to haul a 
two-seated vehicle containing four per- 
sons, and a heavy horse can readily do 
this regardless of the condition of the 
highway. 
Do not purchase a dainty 


eater, but preferably one that lias a good 
appetite, for, if in the villiage, many re- 
fuse vegetables from the garden may lie 
judiciously added to the regular rations. 
A large horse is more apt to be kind and 
gentle than a small, nervous one, and 
the first cost should be but a triHe, if 
any more. A strange horse intended 
for family driving should be obtained on 
a week'a trial before the bargain is con- 
cluded, as daily driving for six days will 
bring to your notice any undesirable 
qualities, should they exist. 


Make Fence Posts Durable. 


Pence posts are made very durable if 


the part to go in the ground is steeped 
in lime water. This is most easily done 
by putting the posts, butts down, in a 


pit, two feet deep, with fresh lime mixed 
in among them and some under them. 
Water is then poured on the lime and 
this is slacked; the heat of the slacking 
drives the air out of the wood, and inoro 
water being thrown on the lime, this is 
absorbed as the wood cools; thus the 
pores are filled with lime, by which the 
albumen of the wood is destroyed, and 
this being the principal agent of decay in 
timber, the posts are generally increased 
in durability. They have been known 
lo keep sound for over forty years after 
this treatment. — dlesfewjer. 


A HOVT 300 pounds of butter per year
